the RCttiie uf tlie catasti oplie. A iarg^ 
of workmen have been busily employed 
since the disaster, and nearly every vesllgo 
of the wreck has disappeared. A tow brokaa 
and burned timboro which ia being illantly

A number of women came 
to-day with their ctnldrou evidently under 
this ajjo lint swtire that they were over tour- 
teen in onler to get tUeiu l>aolc to work. I lie 
mills have hitherto tkteu working twelve 
hours a day, but tbe law compelled th jm to 
come duwii to a tan boar basis. A corres- 
ponding reiluction followed, the bands t;et- 
ting the same wages per hour but havimc 
their weekly pay reduced lU per c^nt. Tne 
engineers, moit o' tbe lU'tn and soniij of tne 
women have struck i>ut the mills are at work 
this morning. Noiwitbstaoding tltis ioa4 the 
Knights of Labor aiA aeeing to the ontorce- 
ment uf tiie law.

Tbe Kiipreiiie court has decided that tbe

millions. The existing conditions were in 
no wise disturbed by the bill, save that the 
government obtained additional security on 
branch lines, upon which it now hold no lien.
